Several years ago John Knutson sagely observed that, "... it 
would be well for us to forego rationalization, cut dhort our 
adolescence, assume that the public has withheld its capital and 
cooperation "because of our failure to demonstrate tangible divi- 
dends and critically examine our problem and past performances 
for errors and shortcomings in our work program," 1 


Our organization is embarking on a new year in which public 
health dentistry promises to reach adulthood, Fluoride therapy 
has all the earmarks of a "tangible dividend" for which public 
capital can be obtained, It is therefore a "natural" in the 
public health program, 


The chance to"critically examine our problem has been 
greatly improved this year by the release of the American Academy 
of Pediatrics Study of Child Health Services material, Ivery 
State Chairman of this Study has now received the complete set of 
tables for his state, Fifteen of these tables carry detailed 
dental items which comprise the best information yet available 
for the public health dentist, 


Finally, the Dental Health Conferences held by many of the 
State Dental Societies, in some cases two or three times, 
enhance the prospect of reviewing "past performance for errors 
and shortcomings" and setting support for more effective plans, 


Certainly the prospects for a dynamic program in our field 
were never more promising than at this moment, 


One of the hallmarks of adulthood, however, is Responsibility, 
These promising developments can lie dormant unless given enthusi- 
astic, energetic leadership, The Public Health Dentist, if he 
met at this responsibility, can stride ahead in Ngeven. league

Reporting upon 882 migrants into a fluoride area, Klein observes 
"These several findings may be interpreted to indicate that child- 
ren do not need to be born in the fluoride area in order to 
experience protection against caries attack, but the sooner they 
arrive in the area after they are born the more they are protected," 
For both migrants and continuous residents he found that those 
teeth least susceptible to caries are those in which caries is 
inhibited to the greatest degree by exposure to fluorides, 


The writer has heard Klein's conclusions to these revorts attacked 
on the ground that the teeth receivine the greatest anparent 
protection were those which were calcified wholly or in part after 
removal to the fluoride area, It would seem quite as logical to 
say that those teeth receiving the greatest protection were those 
which erupted after removal to a fluoride area and hence were ex- 
posed to fluorides during their entire period of risk from dental 
caries, The reader is invited to unearth his own slide rule and 
come to his own conclusions,

TON-YEAR DENTAL PROGRAM APPROVED 


The State Board of Health, the 
United States Children's Bureau, and 
the people of Askov, Minnesota, have 
given their approval to a pioneer 
dental health demonstration program 
to be set up at Askov, 


This program will attempt to show 
how much improvement can be effected 
in a ten-year period by using every 
known method of promoting dental 
health, Methods used will include 
periodic applications of fluorine to 
the teeth of children participating 
in the program, brushing the teeth 
with a dibasic ammonia dentifrice, 
frequent dental checkups with prompt 
repair of all cavities, and contin-— 
uous education in nutrition and 
seneral health measures, 


The program will be financed by 
funds from the U. S, Children's 
Bureau and will include all Askov _ 
children from 3 to 17 years of age, 
also any children from other centers 
who regularly attend Askov high 
school, It is expected that about 
350 children will be included in the 
program, which will be under the 
general supervision of Dr, William 
A. Jordan, director of the Division 
of Dental Health, Minnesota Depart— 
ment of Health, 


A dental health adviser from the 
Health Department will be stationed 
at Askov most of the time, The 
actual dental work will be done by 
the six dentists of Pine County, all 
of whom have agreed to serve in pro- 
moting the 


The Askov community will provide 
and maintain an office where the 


dental work will be done, and 
will set up a fund to pay the 
dental fees of any families that 
cannot pay their own, All pre- 
ventive work, such as the anplica- 
tion of sodium fluoride to the 
children's teeth, will be financed 
by the demonstrational vrogram, 
but corrective work, such as 
fillings and extractions, will be 
paid for by the families of the 
children concerned, at a scale to 
be set by the participating 
dentists, It is expected that the 
Askov program will start this 
fall, soon after school opens in 
September, 


ILLINOIS ON THS BEAM 


Resolution calls for additional 
appropriation for Dental Division, 
State Health Department, 


WHEREAS, research studies and 
experimentation have recently 
established that tooth decay in 
children can be prevented by the 
application of sodium fluoride, © 
the wise choice of diets with 
especial reference to minimizing 
the ingestion of refined carbohy— 
drates, and by other measures, 
and 


WHEREAS, tooth decay is the 
most widespread and expensive of 
all physical impairments of the 
human body, and 


WEORSAS, both the lack of such 
specific preventive measures as 
are now available and the war- 
time shortage of personnel have 
heretofore discouraged the 


NOTIS AND 
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anpropriation of funds and the 
launching of programs commensurate 
with the problem of dental ills, 
and 


WHIRSAS, the current State appro- 
priation of approximately $15,000 
per year to the Division of Public 
Eealth Dentistry of the State Depart~ 
ment of Public Health is entirely 
inadequate to bring about the adop— 
tion of the now available preventive 
procedures among children generally 
throughout the State, and 


WEGRGAS, the investment of public 
funds in building up the machinery 
through which tooth cecay can be 
substantially prevented will yield 
large dividends in improved health; 
now therefore, be it 


ROSOLVSD, that the Illinois State 
Dental Society zo on record as favor- 
ing an anpropriation to the Division 
of Public Health Dentistry for the 
next biennium of not less than 
$160,000 in order thet an extensive 
and comprehensive program of preven- 
tive dentistry may be undertaken, and 
be it further 


ROSOLVaD, that copies of these 
resolutions be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Governor, the chairman 
of the State Budgetary Commission, 
and the State Director of Public 
<ealth, anc be it further 


RSSOLVID, that each and every 
member of the Illinois State Dental 
Society be ursed to use his influence 
in every ethical way to encourage an 
appropriation in the amount afore— 
mentioned in order to accormplish the 
purpose and spirit of these resolu- 
tions,

A SAMPLES OF DINTISTS' OPINIOU 
TOPICAL FLUORIDE 


A representative froup of den- 
tists in South Dakota expressed 
opinions on topical fluoride ther- 
apy in a survey by Dr. A. L. 
Russell, the State Dental Director, 


The survey indicated that seven 
out of ten dentists in that state 
use the treatment in their offices, 
The majority male the applications 
in twenty minutes (exclusive of 
prophylaxis). Average fee for 
prophylaxis and four treatments is 
$10,00, Of dentists not using the 
treatment, one-third are not con- 
vinced that it has value; one 
fourth of the dentists are not 
familiar with the technic for 
making applications, 


Sixty per cent of the dentists 
were in favor of permitting hygi- 
enists, assistants or nurses to 
give the treatment under supervi- 
sion of a dentist. (This question 
was not related to the provisions 
of state laws), 


HYGISUISTS MAY APPLY 
SODIUM FLUORIDS 


The Department of Education of 
the State of New York announces 
that it is now its considered 
opinion that dental hygienists may 
properly make topical applications 
of sodium fluoride, 


WOTSS AND lows 
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Section 6614, subdivision 4, of 
the Education Law reads, in part as 
follows: 


Such dental hygienist may remove 
lime deposits, secretions and 
stains from the expcsed surfaces 
of the teeth, but shall not ner- 
form any other operation on the 
teeth or tissues of the mouth, 


It was formerly assumed that 
topical applications of sodium flu- 
oride constituted an additional act 
on the part of the dental hygienist 
over and beyond her duties in re- 
spect to teeth cleaning, 


The Department of sducation 
points out that it is now the con- 
sensus of opinion, concurred in by 
the Commissioner of Health and his 
staff and other experts who are fa- 
miliar with the problem, that 
topical anplication of sodium flu- 
oride may properly be considered as 


part of the prophylaxis, That being 


so, the Department of Dducation, on 
the advice of its counsel, takes 
the position that the statute does 
not prohibit such action on the 
part of the dental hygienist, 


POSTGRADUATS EDUCATION 
BY TSLEPHOMS 


The Illinois State Dental 
Society is the first dental society 
to sponsor for its members post 
graduate education by telephone, 


Pioneering in this field of post— 


graduate education was done last 


fall with a course on caries control 
to a group of Scranton, Pennsylvania, 


dentists given by the University of 
Illinois under the sponsorship of 


the Kellogg Foundation, The lec-— 
tures to a Chicago audience were 
transmitted by telephone to 
Scranton where the lecturer's voice 
from the telephone receiver was 
amplified by a loud speaker system, 
Lantern slides and other visual ed— 
ucational material were duplicated 
and were shown simultaneously to 
both audiences, The results were 
so satisfactory that the Scranton 
dentists recuested the transmission 
of a subsequent course--that on 
cancer control and oral diagnosis 
similar to the one being given this 
fall, 


CHILD DINTISTRY COURSES 


As many as fifty South Dakota 
dentists will be sent to one-week 
courses in dentistry for children 
during the coming year, with all 
exvenses paid by the Division of 
Dental Health, Dr, A, L, Russell 
announced at the meeting of the 
Sxecutive Council in Sioux Falls in 
May. The only limiting factors, he 
said, are the availability of such 
courses and the number of men who 
are interested, 


Ten men have already been sent 
to two such courses presented by 
University of Minnesota School of 
Dentistry. 


SODIUM ZLUORIDE 


About 70 per cent of the dentists 
in attendance at the annual meeting 
of the South Dakota Dental Society 
in May were actually using topical 
sodium fluoride treatments in their 
offices, according to returns from 
an unsigned questionnaire

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distributed at the meeting, 


Less than 9 per cent reported 
that they were not familiar with 
the technique of application, 
Ranking ahead of unfamiliarity with 
technique in reasons why certain 
men did not use the treatment were 
doubt as to its value and as to the 
proper fee to charge, The average 
fee reported for a prophylaxis and 
a series of four treatments was $10, 


In most offices, twenty minutes 
were considered the per time to 


allot for a single treatment, though 
a considerable number of men reported 


that a half-hour sitting was re- 
quired, 


Sixt:> per cent of the men be— 
lieved that the treatment should be 
given by auxiliary personnel under 
dental supervision, Nearly as many 
men voted for use of the dental 
assistant as voted for use of the 
dental hygienist, 


The same questionnaire was siven. 
to members of the South Dakota 
Dental Assistants! Society which was 
in session at the same time, The 
results were the same, with one ex- 
ception — nearly 100 per cent of 
those girls employed in offices 
where the treatment was actually in 
use believed that it could be en- 
trusted to auxiliary personnel under 
supervision, 


TOPICAL SLUORIDS PAMPHLST 


Because of the extensive public-— 
ity given to topical fluorides 
recently, dentists and health edu- 
cators are finding it difficult to 
fill requests for information about 
the treatment, To fill this need, 
a four-page pamphlet has been pub-— 
lished by the A.D.A. especially 


designed for distribution to the 
lay public,

APPROVES FLUORIMATION PLAY 


The city council of Charlotte, 
North Carolina, anproved the 
fluorination of the city water 
supnly on June 23, budgeting 
$15,000 for the 1948-49 fiscal 
year, Apart from a small study 
in Marshall, Texas, the Charlotte 
fluorination demonstration will be 
the only one in the southern half 
of the United States, 


JUNCTION INVESTIGATES 
FLUORINIZATION OF CITY WATER 


City Manager of Grand Junction, 
Colorado, was instructed by the 
city council July 21 to obtain 
actual bids on equipment and chem 
icals needed for the fluorinization 
of the city water sunply. The 
request for detailed information 
was made after Dr, Richard §, 
Gilmore, representing the Western 
Slope Dental Society, offered 
evidence to the council illus- 
trating the beneficial use of 
fluorine in prevention of dental 
caries, 


It is expected that Grand s 
Junction will institute treatment 
of the municipal water sunply as 
soon as necessary equipment and 
chemicals can be obtained, 


Similar action is expected to 
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develop at Montrose, Colorado, 
where a group of interested dentists 
plan to meet with the local city 
council to outline the possibilities 
of fluorinization of the water 
sunvly. 


NEW PREVENTIVE DEATAL KOALTH 
PROGRAM FOR GOVERNMONT 
WORIGRS AT DENVER 


The first "pilot" program of pre- 
ventive health services authorized 
for employees of the federal govern- 
ment under Public Law 658 passed by 
Congress two years ago is slated to 
begin operations next month at 
Denver, Colo., according to an an- 
nouncement of the U. S, Public Health 
Service, Because of the lack of 
funds, the Denver program is expected 
to be quite limited in scope and 
vrobably will be the only one of its 
ind in operation during the new fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. Approxi- 
mately 3,600 employees of the Denver 
Federal Center will be covered in 
the test vrogram which will include 
limited dental and medical services, 
The enabling law declares that sov~ 
ernmental agencies may provide rou- 
tine health examinations and 
emergency treatment service for 
their employees similar to that pro- 
vided by private industry, Objec- 
tives of the program are: (1) to 
promote and maintain the employee's 
optimal health; (2) to increase the 
employee's efficiency and produc- 
tivity while on the job; and (3) to 
reduce sickness—absenteeism, employee 
turnover and compensation cases, 

Dr, Henry F, Canby, senior dental 
surgeon of the U.S.P.H.S. and chief — 
of dental operations for the project, 
said that the service planned will 
not be a substitute for treatment by 
the private dentist or physician, 
Ke pointed out that only emergency 


dental or medical treatment will 


be provided and that in all other 
cases employees will be referred _ 
to their family practitioners for 


health care, 


At the start, the 


dental part of the Denver program 
will consist primarily of routine 
examinations and health education 


projects,

ble, Dr, Canby said, it is planned

Harold C, Hodge, Ph.D., toxicol- 
ogist of the University of — 
Rochester, reports in October, 
1948, New "York State Dental Jour- 
nal, on the toxicity of sodium 
fluorine, He stated that an ordi- 
nary tumblerfull of a 2 per cent 
solution of sodium fluoride might 
be fatal for an adult, Half that 
amount would be lethal for a 75— 
pound child, For a baby, an ounce 
might be dangerous,

The Executive Council of the 
Illinois State Dental Association 
approved a recommendation submitted 
by the President, Robert G. Kesel, 
that lezislation ve proposed to 
levy a State tax on suger for the 
establishment of a dental welfare 
fund.

MICHIGAN HYGISUISTS AUTHORIZED 
TO APPLY 


The State Attorney General re- 
cently ruled that dental hygienists 
in Michigan can legally anply sodium 
fluoride to the teeth under the 
supervision of a dentist, 


DSWTAL STATUS OF WHITS AND NOGRO 
CHILDRSN IN CHARLOTTS, i, C. 


Recently, a large group of white 
and negro preschool children were 
examined by the dental staff of the 
Charlotte Health Department, Among 
the 220 negro children, the filling © 
rates (f and F), were zero. However, 
30.8 ver cent of the 625 white child 
ren examined had fillings, The 
reesons for this status of negro 
children, given by the Health 
Department, is — insufficient 
parent education, lack of dental 
manpower, and economic status, 


The negro children in high school 
fared a litile better in comparison 
with the whites, These examinations 
showed the white high-schoolers 
averaged anproximately six times as 
many fillings as the negroes,

Owens said he felt like we should give the Association to the 
Incians if we rm on 4s we are doing, 


Hoffman sugcested that the chair give all associate members an 
opportunity to discuss the question, 


Wertheimer stated he could see no logical reason for excluding 
such peonle as Blackerby, Gibson, Stadt, Jones and others, If we 
wish an organization of State Dental Directors we should change 
the name, 


Branch stated he liked the name of State and Territorial Dental | 
Directors, From the very first day we have not had the name we 
expected, If we are to be the American Association of Public

‘As noted in the Dditor's report to the Executive Council, February 8, 
1948, our BULLETII enjoys a selective and extensive coverage for such a 
small publication, At present approximately 200 issues of the BULLETIN 
are published quarterly, In addition to the membership, copies go to 
libraries, dental schools, schools of public health, and to dental socie- 
ties at home and abroad, It is safe to say that our house organ is 
exerting considerable influence in the promotion of dental health, 


Realizing our BULLETIN would be more effective if printed, the 
President, Secretary and Bditor wrote. the Kellogg Foundation for a grant to 
assist in printing the publication, I regret to report that our request 
was turned down, We shall continue to explore avenues for funds which will 
permit a vrinting job. The membership should assist in this endeavor. If 
any of you have any leads, please suggest them to the Editor or the 
Secretary, 


Again I wish to request the membership in general, and the Zxecutive 
Council in particular, for suggestions regarding format and content, Your 
opinions and suggestions regarding these matters will insure a better pub-— 
lication, It would be helpful to the Editor and greatly appreciated if the 
membership would make more contributions, What is needed is short articles 
on technical and administrative problems you have encountered, including 
those vou have solved, As I see it, our house organ can best serve as a 
- printed forum for the exchange of ideas regarding the many knotty problems 
encountered daily in the administration of a dental health program, Such 
a publication would in the aggregate serve as an up to date textbook or 
manual on public health dentistry.

The following Bills have been passed by the 80th Consress: 


Dental Research Bill (S-176) 


The National Dental Research Act was enacted into law to provide for 
increased research into the problems of dental health, This law also con-— 
templates increased training of personnel in matters relating to the 
diagnosis, prevention and treatment of dental diseases, The law authorized 
an annual appropriation of $750,000 for these purposes. While Congress has 
passed and the President has signed the Act, no funds were avpropriated to 
carry out the provisions of the Act, 


dium 3 ide Dem tration Unit 


Research findings of the United States Public Health Service demon-— 
strated that through the use of a sodium fluoride solution applied to 
children's teeth, dental decay can be lowered from 40 to 50 per cent, 
Congress voted $1,000,000 to enable the Public Health Service to establish 
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field demonstration units in each State for the following purposes: 


1. To publicize and promote interest generally in the new procedure, 


2. To demonstrate the correct techniques for applying the procedure, 
3. To serve as a training mechanism for public health personnel, 


The following Bills were introduced in the 80th Congress, but were - 
not passed: 


National Health Bills 


‘The National Health Bill (s--545) also known as the Grants-in-Aid 
Bill, and the Hurray, Wegner, Diugell Bill (S-1320) which is a compulsory 
health insurance bill, were introduced in the 80th Congress but failed of 
passage, 


State Legislat ion 


To date, Maine is the only State which has licensed dental hygienists 
to anply chemical agents and medicaments (sodium fluoride) to the teeth,

Analysis of Questionnaire 
To Schools of Public Health 
September 1948 


Lacking specific detail of available facilities at colleges and uni- 
versities for obtaining dental public health training, and as a follow-up 
of the survey of public health courses for undergraduate dental students, 
the AAPHD's committee on public health courses has been engaged in corre- 
lating information from nine institutions, eight in this country and one in 
Canada, 


Answers to questionnaires sent to the nine schools would indicate that 
although thought and planning have been directed toward graduate work for 
persons with a DDS or DMD degree, other phases of dental public health seem 
less adequate, including, the training of other professions in dental health 
matters, 


The questionnaires revealed (Question No. 1), that the University of 
California, Harvard College, the University of North Carolina and the | 
University of Michigan confer a doctor's degree in public health to persons 
holding either a DDS or DMD degree, The Universities of Johns Hopkins, 
Columbia, Toronto and Yale do not confer a doctor's degree in public health 
to persons with a degree of DDS or DMD although the latter university 
stipulated that it "might." The Toronto School of Hrgiene apparently does 
not offer a degree comparable to a doctorate in any professional category. 


All of the schools grant a master's degree in public health to persons 
with a DDS or DHD degree, (Question Mo, 2a) with the technical exception of 
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the University of Toronto which awards a diploma (D.P.H,) and a diploma in 
Dental Public Health (D.D.P.H.) in place of the M.P.H, degree awarded in 
this country. 


It is apparent that a lack of facilities for graduate work for dental 
hygienists may be the direct result of the lack of requests for this type 
of training, Inversely, the lack of requests may be attributable to the 
fact that only three schools offer a master's degree to dental hygienists 
although Yale University indicates that it "might" grant such a degree, 
Only one of the universities (Michigan) record a hygienist working for a 
master's degree, In its reply, (Question fo, 2b) the University of 
California noted that no hygienist had been accepted to date, adding that 
a master's degree for such study was a matter of "policy." 


Qualifications for a dental hygienist (Question No. 2c) to be admitted 
to any of the three universities for a master's degree were similar, of 
the three universities conferring master's degrees to dental hygienists, 
California requires a bachelor's degree from an avproved school and three 
years! experience in public health or closely related work, Michigan 
requires an arts or education degree with a major in biologic science while 
Johns Hopkins requires basic medical sciences and at least three years! 
experience in public health work, 


In its answer to the qualifications for a dental hygienist to work for 
a master's degree, it was stated that the Yale student must be a graduate 
of a college with high scholastic standing an’ three or more years of high 
grade or otherwise qualifying experience, 


In answering the question (No, 3) relative to the number of hours of 
study required for a master's degree, the replies vary according to the 
schools! individual manner of rating courses according to credit hours, 
semester hours, and the full residence course, Answers to (Question No, 4) 
the number of hours of study or lectures on purely dental subjects was made 
on the same basis, 


Four of the universities gave no answers to (Question No. 5) the query 
relating to the number of hours devoted to dental topics in courses for 
master's degree in other fields, California listed three lectures and one 
seminar on public health dentistry as a part of required coursés in the 
five specialized fields, Columbia requires physicians, nurses, and 
engineers to devote one hour to dental studies and Yale requires an average 
of from six to ten seminar sessions besides projects in dental topics for 
the same specialists, including sanitarians, At Toronto, physicians are 2 
required six hours of dental topics while studying for a master's degree, 
At Michigan, hours of dental tonics for specialized fields depend on 
elective courses, 


Seven of the replies (Question Ifo. 6a) said their schools have a 
dentist on the teaching staff, The University of Toronto qualified its 
answer by reporting that the whole course is given jointly by the Faculty 
of Dentistry and the School of Hygiene, Johns Hopkins! answer was an 
unqualified "no," All of the dentists on the various teaching staffs 
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worked on a part-time basis except at Yale where one full-time dentist and 
three part-time dentists are members of the teaching staff. At Michigan, 
dental activities are shared 50-50 with the school of dentistry where 
public health dentistry is taught to undergraduate dentists.

In answering (Question Ifo, 8a) the Universities of California, “orth 
Carolina and Minnesota said that no dentists were working for a master's 
degree during the 1948 session, All of the other schools listed from one 
to five dentists studying for their master's dégree, Michigan tomed the 
list with five, Toronto followed with four, Johns Eopkins two, while 
Harvard, Columbia and Yale have one each, 


Michigan was the only school to list a dental hygienist (Question 
Yo, 8b), studying for a master's degree. 


Four of the nine schools reported that dentists (Question 70. 9), 
have different required courses for their master's degree than those 
taken by physicians, The University of California noted that the same 
basic courses are given for all but each snecialized group (such as 
physicians and dentists) has an administrative seminar and avpropriate 
technical course selection, Yale places emphasis on child health, 
maternal health, nutrition, health education and less stress on sanitation 
work except for water sunplies, At Michigan, ten hours of dental courses 
(dentistry for children, bacteriology and control of dental caries; 
growth development and health problems for the dentist; administrative 
problems in public dental programs) less epidemiology and disease control; 
less health department administration; and a special course is given in 
statistics on the evaluation of small sample clinical data, The University 
of Toronto offers a di*ferent- course in epidemiolosy and vital statistics, 
nutrition, public health services, nursing, and mental hygiene, It 
includes no parasitology and a different course on virus infections as well 
as attendance at different clinics, courses on radiography, orthodontics,

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pedodontics and preventive dentistry, In about half the schools of public 
health, it apnears that physicians, nurses, engineers and sanitarians 


obtain little, if any, special knowledge of the various aspects of the 
dental health problem,
